“IT know it would be a tempting thing 
if the legislature of Georgia should pass 
a law Geclaring eight hours to be the 
legal work day, but by permitting that 
to be done the laboring people would 
waive their right to say what should be 
@ work day and leave that important 
matter entirely in the hands of the law 
making body, which might become ad- 
verge to the labor interests.

The Spanish war 
did not afford proper opportunities for 
the use of torpedo boats and destroyers 
and an unjust prejudice grew up in the 
United States against this formidable lit- 
tle craft.”’ 


Annapolis Graduate in Command. 
Naval officers on duty at the navy de- 
partment are Much elated to know that 
a gfaduate of the United States naval 
academy at Annapolis was in command 
of the Japanese naval forces which won 
the victory over Russia at Chemulpo. 
Advices received at the navy depart- 
ment states that Rear Admiral Sotokichl, 
of the Japanese navy, who ws gradu- 
ated from the United States naval acad- 
emy in 188!, No. 14 in his class, com- 
manded all the Japanese fieet engaged at 
Chemulpo.

cally results. The unwillingness of the 
Russian fleet at Port Arthur to leave the 
protection of the shore batteries, enables 
Japan, in the opinion of naval experts 
here, to conduct her landing operations 
unmolested. It is believed Port Arthur 
will be invested on the land side as 
quickly as possible. One of the ob- 
jects of the Japanese in engaging the 
forts, it was further pointed out, doubt- 
less was to draw the Russian fire and 
locate the Russian guns on the shore. 
That the Japanese ships withdrew was 
not regarded as indicating losses. <A 
contrast is also made between the condi- 
tion of Japanese and Russian ships. All 
the former were docked within six weeks 
and every bit of internal apparatus was 
in perfect order and tuned up for action, 
while some of the Russian vessels, it 
was added, had not been docked for @ 
year. 


Japan’s New Cruisers. 


The course taken by the Japanese new 
eruisers, the Nisshin and Kasuga, after 
leaving Singapore, is one of the sub- 
jects for speculation, the favorite view 
being that they sailed westward so as 
to lie in the course of the Russian troop 
ships bound eastward. Although the 
two new Japanese cruisers are far from 
béing completely equipped, they might 
be an even match for the Russian armor- 
ed crulser Dimitri Donskoi, and her ac- 
companying torpedo boats.

MAKINU UP LOST TIME, 

SAYS MINISTER HAYASHI 

Tondon, February 10.—‘‘We were slow in 
negotiating, so we are now making up 
for lost timé by quickness in act/on,”’ 
eaid Baron Hayashi this morning. 

“The engagements at Port Arthur and 
Chemulpo were merely in accordance 
with plans long matured. Ags soon as our 
forces are landed in Korea I look for 
an important fleet action at Port Ar- 
thur. The Russian vessels are not likely 
to give up the advantage they gained by 
being under the cover of their land bat- 
teries. By going to the Chinese side, 
however, the Japanese fleet, by high an- 
gle fire, can drop in shells which should 
make it very uncomfortable for the Rus- 
sian ships lying moored close to one an- 
other. Thereby it is hoped to drive out 
Viceroy Alexieff’s forces. Possibly, like 
Admiral Cervera, he may anticipate fate 
and come into the open of his own ac- 
cord. The present events merely go to 
show the utter uselessness of Port Ar- 
thur from a strategic viewpoint.” 

The text of the official dispatch re- 
ceived from Baron Hayashi is as fol- 
lows: 

“On Monday a Japanese squadron es- 
corting transports met on the way to 
Chemulpo the Russian gunboat Koriletsz 
as the latter was coming out of port. The 
Korietz took up an offensive attitude 
toward the Japanese, and fired on the 
Japanese torpedo boats. The latter dis- 
charged two torpedoes ineffectively and 
then the Korietz returned to her atchor- 
age in the port. 

“Early in the morning of Tuesday Ad- 
miral Urik, commanding the Japanese 
squadron, formally called on the Russian 
warships to leave Chemulpo before noon. 
The admiral added that if his demand 
Was-not complied with he would be com- 
pelled to attack them in the harbor. The 
two Russian warships left the port at 
about 11:30 a. m., and a battle ensued 
outside the Polynesian islands. After 
about an hour’s engagement the Russian 
warship sought réfuge among the islands, 
Toward evening the Russian cruiser Var- 
i sank and at about 4 a. m. today 
(February 10) the Korietz was reported 
to also have sank, having been blown 
up. The officers and men of the two 
sunken vessels sought refuge on the 
French cruiser Pascal. There were no

themselves, and in this they undoubted- 
ly have the support of my government 
and all the powers. It was impossible for 
Great Britain to make the suggestion 
and hope for its serious consideration by 
Russia. France would have been dis- 
posed to regard with suspicion any such 
proposition coming from Germany and 
Japan would have hesitated to acquiesce 
in a like stiggestion emanating from 
France. The United States was the only 
power that Ould take the inifiative. 
This fact was called to the attention of 
the secretary during a call of the Ger- 
Man ambassador on Monday morning 
last, shortly before Baron Sternburg left 
for New York. 


Toward Integrity of China. 

“Not only> ‘however, has the secretary 
suggested the limiting of the hostilities, 
but he has improved the opportunity to 
make another step toward preserving 
China’s integrity. Examination of his 
note will show no reference Whatever to 
the integrity of China, but certainly the 
neutralization of that country must con- 
tribute powerfully to the preservation of 
China's integrity and the maintenance 
of its administrative control. The note 
is general in character and therein lies 
its greatest strength. Germany was the 
first to respond tavorably. In the case 
of France it was necessary for that gov- 
ermment to assure itself that there was 
nothing in the suggestion %% which Rus- 
Sia might take exxception.’’ 

After addressing Germany, Great 
Britain and France, Secretary Hay sent 
the same note to the other powers sig- 
natory to the peace protocol of 1@00, in- 
cluding Austria-Hungary, Italy, The 
Netherlands, Belgium and Spain, and 
finally, he addressed the combatants, 
Russia and Japan, inviting their cooper- 
ation In the support of the principle for 
which this government stood. 


Cassini Discusses Note. 

M. Jusserand, the French ambassador, 
had a long conference with Count Cas- 
sini, the Russian ambassador, today. 
The note of Secretary Hay was discussed 
and the personal opinion of the two 
diplomats as to its humanitarian pur- 
pose was approved. 

In diplomatic circles the feeling is 
strong that Russia will acquiesce in the 
Suggestion both as to the Iimiting of 
hostilities and the neutralization of China 
when she has assured herself fhat there 
is no ulterior purpose involved. 

On the authority of a high administra- 
tion official, it can be stated that this 
government has no intention of suggest- 
ing anything about Korea. It is recog- 
nized that Korea is the natural battie 
ground, and it is useless even to discuss 
the neutralization of that country. 

It was decided today that the crutcer 
squadron of the Asiatic fleet with pro- 
priety could go as far north as @ianghai, 
and orders to that effect have been sent. 
From there’ one of the vessela will be 
sent northward to Chemulpo, Korea, to 
maintain communication with tge Amer- 
ican legation at Seoul. Probably the 
vessels of the cruiser squadron will take 
turn about at this duty. It is possible 
that séveral navai attaches may be sent 
to Manchuria. It hag been suggested 
that a naval office at Dalny and one 
at Mukder or Anturng could be of assist- 
ance to the consuls this government !s 
sending there, 


NO MILLIONS 
FOR CUBANS 


Havana, February 10.—The Associated 
Press is informed by a person of un- 
doubted authority that the $35,000,000 
Cuban loan will not be floated until the 
monetary conditions are more favorable 
than they are at the present moment. 

President Palma and the secretary of 
the treasury were practically so informed 
at a conference held at the palace this 
evening, at which were present repre- 
sentatives of the Nationul City bank of 
New York, the Kuhn, Loeb & Company 
syndicate, Speer Bros,, and other banking 
institutions interested in the matter. 

The tact that the loan is not to be 
floated at the present time is not re- 
garded as a refiection on Cuba's credit, 
but as due solely to the war situation 
in the Far East, the effect in Wall street 
growing out of fhe Baltimore fire and 
other current causes. When the situation 
becomes normal, it is expected that the 
Cuban bonds Will be sold without dif- 
ficulty.

Emanuel Eichold, of 
Mobile. 


Mobile, Ala., February 10.—(Special.j~ 
Emanuel EFichold, a wealthy retired liquor 
merchant, committed guicide here today 
by shooting himself through the head 
with a 38-caliber revolver. Brooding over 
Nt health is thought to have been the 
cause assigned for the rash act. The 
body was found by relatives tn his bed 
room dressed as if the man was prepar- 
ing to retire, from the position in which 
it was lying. 

Efchold evidently stood before the mir- 
ror of hig dresser, when he fired the shot. 
The deceased retired from business about 
two years ago after amassing a fortune 
estimated at $800,000. It is said Kichold 
wags the richest single man in the state. 
At the time of his death he was presi- 
dent of the Home Telephone Company, a 
director in the International Steamship 
Company, principal director in the Mobile 
Drug Company, and many social clubs, 
besides belng high up in Masonic cir- 
cles. He was a native of Germany and 
was 56 years of age at the time of his 
death. 

The suicide evoked considerable surprise 
among the friends of the dead man, 
and there were reports that bad specula- 
tion in cotton futures wa@ the cause of 
the untimely act, but they cannot be ver- 
ified.

Huge Factory of Com Producis 
Company Burning, 


Largest Plant of Kind in the World. 
Loss Will Be Million Dollars.

THE OONSTITUTION: 


War and Diplomacy. 

Japan has turned loose the dogs of 
war with a vim and a dash that are 
calculated to paralyze theslom-think- 
ing and slow-moving Russians. The at- 


tack made on the Muscovite fleet by 


her torpedo boats, and the crippling 
of two battele. ships and a cruiser 
mark an enterprise truly American in 
its daring. Heretofore there have been 


some doubts about the utility of the. 


torpedo boat, although the various na- 
tiong have gone on building them in 
order to retain the relative strength 
of their navies. It has happened, 
however, that the torpedo boat has 
only once before had an opportunity 


| to demonstrate its efficiency as an 


engine of war. Until the recent epi- 
sode at Port Arthur, the sinking of 
two Chinese warships by Japan was 
all that the torpedo boats had to their 
credit. : 

At Manila, Dewey had no need for 
torpedo boats. His squadron steamed 
right over submarine mines and put 
the Spanish ships out of business. At 
Santiago, a couple of Spanish torpedo 
boats made a feeble effort to demon- 
strate their usefulness, but Command- 
er Winslow, with a vessel no more 
effective than a converted yacht, 
drove them on the beach and destroy- 
ed them. It has been left for the 
Japanese to show that a torpedo boat, 
in the hands of men entirely willing, 
is a very dangerous affair, especially 
under cover of darkness. 

The naval attack at Port Arthur 
was not intended to develop into a 
battle; it was simply a movement to 
cover the disembarkation of troops 
in Southern Korea, and was entirely 
successful. The result of a real na- 
val battle can not be foretold, of 
course, but it is very likely that the 
known energy of the Japanese will 
give them the victory. Especially, 
will this be go if the report is true 
that they are to have the benefit of 
the services of gunners who were 
formerly on American vessels. 

But this is only the beginning of 
the war. The Russian is just wide 
awake enough at this stage of the 
proceedings to turn over and scratch 
himself. When he gets out of bed 
and begins to pour his hordes into 
Manchuria and China and into Ko- 
rea, matters will have a different as- 
pect; and it is just this contingency 
that the American secretary of state 
appears to be providing against. The 
real meaning of Mr. Hay’s recent 
note to the powers is that no matter 


how the present war ends, a limit is | 


to be set to Russian greed. In other 
words, the American department of 
state has set on foot negotiations, 
which, ff they are as successful aa 
they now promise to be, will result in 
guaranteeing the integrity of Chinese 
territory, including Manchuria, which 
is now tentatively claimed by Rus- 
sia. 

In his letter, printed yesterday, our 
Washington correspondent deals with 
this phase of American diplomacy in 
a very interesting manner, and we 
commend his letter to those who de- 
sire to follow developments on the 
diplomatic side. The exchange of 
notes already made justifies the hope, 
which is felt in the state department, 
that the powers will be willing to 
unite in guaranteeing the integrity of 
China. Nevertheless, as this is about 
all that Japan has contended for, and 
is really what she is fighting for, the 
probability is that the guarantee will 
depend almost wholly on the united 
power of the United States and Great 
Britain. 

In that event, we may expect a 
sudden ending of the war, for neither 
one of the combatants will have any- 
thing to fight for. Such diplomacy 
as that which has originated in the 
state department will doubtless prove 
more effectual in compelling Russia 
to get out of Manchuria than any 
amount of fighting such as is likely 
to take place in the near future. The 
proposed guarantee of the integrity 
of Chinese territory will develop the 
real importance of the recent treaty 
with China, with respect to certain 
ports in Manchuria

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The Peril of Living. 

What are we to believe, forsooth? 
While we never had reason to regard 
medicine as an exact science, we are 
every now and then shocked to see 
time-honored fundamental dogmas of 
materia medica ruthlessly reversed 
—nay, trampled upon, and spat upon, 
and argued out of countenance. 
Even sundry beneficent “roots and 
yarbs” of the hale old time are now 
gravely pronounced “deleterious” or 
flippantly dismissed as “innocuous.” 
They won’t even let us believe that 
lime is a sanitary disinfectant and 
general purifier any more. Every 
way we turn we are met by a “thou 
shalt not” where we thought we 
should in the interest of hygiene and 
longevity. 

Now the scientific knockers of 
medicine are attacking mineral wa- 
ters. Ye gods!—mineral: waters! No 
more shall we sojourn at “The 


Springs” for our health, or spend our 


good dimes and quarters for water 
that looks and tastes like, and that 


some wretched skeptics are willing 


to swear is, the free and unlimited 
aqua pura of the pump. Nay, hence- 
forth shall we shun the distilled 


elixir from nature’s subterranean 
apothecary shop, for, verily, it brings 
upon our poor “innards” all the ills 
the patent medicines enumerate so 
fluently and awesomely, shortens 
life, and, in brief, makes us a mighty 
ticklish life fnsurance risk. 

The eminent Chicago medical jour- 
nal, Suggestion, declares that miner- 
als in water are a positive injury to 
health. That inorganic substances 
can not be assimilated, but must in 
some way be expelled from the body 
or finally produce fatal consequences. 
Army surgeons recommend the use of 
distilled water in the army to in- 
crease its health and efficiency. 

The St. Louis Medical Brief, a pa- 
per of standing and responsibility in 
its class, advocates distilled . water 
and “knocks” mineral water of what- 
ever kind. Hear it: 

Distilled water is cheap and easily pre- 
pared in small or large quantities. Every 
doctor should advocate its use among his 
patrons. We can speak with the author- 
ity of knowledge, backed by facts and 
reliable statistics, on this question. This 
is not the first time we have called the 
attention of the profession to the value 
of distilled water. Its constant use un- 
doubtedly contributes to health and 
longevity. As to the supposition that 
mineral water is beneficial, quite the con- 
trary is true. Our food supplies a suffi- 
ciency of lime, fron, ete. Our tissues 
should be kept supple and active—not 
stiffened and. hardended by the deposit of 
stone or minerals in solution. 

It is pointed out that limestone in 
the body is a serious obstacle to nu- 
trition. The specific ill influences of 
sulphur, iron, soda and the other 
mineral ingredients which we have 
been taught to believe make mineral 
springs veritable fountains of youth, 
are explained in detail, with the net 
result that the reader is apt to insist 
on taking his water straight, hence- 
forth, and, preferably, distilled. 

Perhaps, after all, the safest plan 
would be to eschew water, save for 
lavatory purposes. But there, too, is 
that learned and iconoclastic Chicago 
professor—he is great, but his name 
has slipped our distraught brain— 
who warns us against the fatal conse- 
quence of taking a bath. 

May the good Lord save us! 
a precarious thing to be alive.

Health Cranks and Their Ways. 

‘AS we advance in civilization we 
have new troubles for which prog- 
ress affords no palliative. The more 
we learn the less we know, and man- 
kind is constantly facing terrors from 
which there seems to be no escape. 
Health cranks flourish, and food spe- 
cialists prosper, while their victims 
exist in fear and trembling. The wa- 
ter we drink is full of microbes, the 
food we eat is poisonous, and the 
air We breathe is deleterious. In 
short, there is no safety, and, there- 
fore, no happiness for man, at table 
Or away from it. His food is either 
cooked too much or too little, or it is 
not chewed sufficiently, or he washes 
it down with too much liquid or not 
enough; or he doesn’t know how to 
masticate, or he is in too great a 
hurry, or he sits at his meals too 
long, or he eats too much. 

Such is the condition of man at the 
beginning of the twentieth century, 
and the half has not been. told. 
Whichever way he reforms, he turns 
to face new terrors, and if he flee 
from one he falls plump into the pol- 
sonous embraces of another. He is 
compelled to read long articles on 
the perfect feeding of the human body, 
pamphlets on the right kind of exer- 
cise, monographs on what not to eat, 
and long essays on undiscovered dis- 
eases that lurk in the human system. 
When he borrows $16 from a too will- 
ing friend, he places his life in peril, 
for he ought to know full. well that 
all paper money ifs fairly reeking with 
red-eyed bacilli and germs with fork- 
ed tails. 

And hideous examples are set be- 
fore him. Here is a man who hasn't 
had a square meal in years, and yet 
he is able to do the work formerly 
done by a team of mules. At the age 
of 54, after starving himself for many 
years, he is able to travel 100 miles 
on a bicycle without fatigue. He fre- 
quently eats candy as a substitute 
for breakfast, thereby vindicating the 
New England appetite that demands 
pie and onions as the morning meal. 
Twelve ounces of food a day, and five 
hours of sleep, are all that is neces- 
sary to the well-being of this particu- 
lar crank who is held up to us as an 
example. 

Meanwhile, the planing mills and 
fiber plants of the country are kept 
busy turning out prepared foods in 
one department and coffins in an- 
other, and there seems to be  no- 
where to hide from the fatally fluent 
cranks and the unhealthy food re- 
formers. In the face of light and 
reason, you are told that man should 
live to be @ hundred and forty years 
old. A professor, whose name is pro- 
nounced with &@ cough and a sneeze, 
declares that only one man in a mil- 
lion, at present, dies a natural death, 
and a man who dies at seventy or 
eighty is the victim of accident, cut 
off in the flower of his days. 

We are told that ignorance of phy- 
siological causes and conditions is 
widespread, and, in consequence, 
everything is going Wrong, and can 
not be put right. But an increase of 
knowledge would result in an  in- 
crease of health cranks, and, like- 
wise, an increase in the dangers that 
are imaginary, and a new growth of 
diseases that at present do not exist. 
In the midst of all this confusion, we 
can turn with relief to a decision of 
the supreme court of Minnesota, 
which has decided that tobacco is a 
necessity. We turn to this decision 
with relief, because it will give the 
health cranks an opportunity to let 
off their steam in an old and way- 
worn direction; and, while they are 


/ 
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doing this, it is possible to slip into 
the pantry and eat a Jot of poisonous 
preserves with a slice of germ-infest- 
ed bread. 
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The Wisdom of Fire Insurance. 
The promptness with which the 


great insurance companies are meet- 
ing their tremendous financial obliga- 
tions incident to the appalling Balti- 
more fire, enabling the victims. to 
clear away the debris for new con- 
struction almost-before the smoke 
has raised affords an object lesson 
in the practical benefits of fire in- 
surance which the average property- 
holder and business man will not be 
Slow to take to heart. 

What would be the fate of our great 
urban centers in the dire contingency 
of a general conflagration, such as 
swept over Baltimore the other day, 
were it not for fire insurance? The 
question provokes reflection § that 
staggers the imagination. The result 
of no insurance would be something 
worse than physical ruin, perhaps, 
never to be restored by the slow 
progress of long years. It would 
mean bankruptey ‘and pauperization 
to the average victim of the calam- 
ity, at “one fell swoop,” and the 
hopeless prostration of the communi- 
ty. Indeed, the very inability to in- 
Sure against fire would prevent the 
development of our cities to their 
Splendid physical proportions, and 
Capital put in the construction of 
sky-scrapergs would seek safer chan- 
nels of investment. 

It is fire insurance that makes the 
modern city possible. Thus protect- 
ed, our great urban centers attain 
their full and proper physical evolu- 
tion, and, concomitantly, their high- 
est commercial and civilizational de- 
velopment. When the fire fiend runs 
amuck over the stately walls and 
graceful towers, defying constructive 
Science afid the supreme efforts of 
brave fire-fighters supplied with the 
best mechanical appliances for subdu- 
ing the flames, then it is that the im- 
mediate influence of safe underwrit- 
ing is felt and blessed by the stricken 
community. It is an Aladdan’s lamp, 
which, rub a moment, and—presto! — 
a new and grander city rises, from 
ashes and charred ruins, inspiring 
every fire-tried heart with cheery op- 
timism and nerving every arm to re 
newed endeavor and even. greater 
strength. 

Time and time again we have seen 
the resurrectionary influence of good 
fire insurance policies—scores of no- 
table times from the historic Chicago 
fire to the notable Baltimore holo- 
caust of last Sunday. A case in point 
near at home is presented by the new 
and greater Jacksonville. It seems 
almost magical that the fire devastat- 
ed metropolis of Florida, a matter 
of commisseration and outside relief 
yesterday, should today present some- 
thing more handsome, larger and bet- 
ter than the Jacksonville of before the 
dire visitation. 

It is a great thing that a city can be 
so completely restored and even im- 
proved by the prudential measure of 
fire insurance, but it is a greater 
thing that this can be done so speed- 
ily. The promptness of the insurance 
companies in adjusting losses insures 
not alone the swift restoration of the 
physical city, but the immediate re- 
storation of the city’s commerce and 
industry. In a few days the sound 
of roaring flames and dynamited 
walls is forgotten in the clink of the 
trowel and the thump of the ham- 
mer, the rumble of traffic and the 
hurry of trade. Almost before the 
citizen is aware of the transforma- 
tion, a new city delights his eyes and 


invigorates his heart. 
The moral of all this is obvious, 


No well balanced, prudent property- 
owner or business man can afford to 
be an hour without adequate fire in- 
surance—he will not be an hour with- 
out it. He considers the premium on 
his policy as much a necessary fixed 
charge as heat, light or clerk hire, 
and his policy, as a matter of fact, 
is part of his capital. It is something 
on which to base actual credit and to 
remove a large element of fortuity 
from the future. It is not only indi- 
vidual safety in the concrete; it is 
community safety in the abstract. 
A great fire like that in Baltimore 
naturally makes us take a sober and 
searching view of these things, and 
it is well that we do so. Forewarned 
is forearmed, and to be forearmed 
with good and gufficient fire insu- 
rance means security in one of the 
most dreaded contingencies that can 
pefall a man or a community. To 
do otherwise is to gamble with fate.

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LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Reminiscences of Mr. Stephens.. 

Editor Constitution: Permit .me to 
mention one or two other matters con- 
cerning Mr. Stephens, whom | knew 
well and intimately. I am the sole sur- 
viving member of a law class of five 
that boarded in the famous home of Mr. 
Stphens and studied law with him in the 
fall of 1870 and the spring of 187!. Four 
cussed it among ourselves, and thougnt 
it was not only grand, but exhaustive of 
the subject. I am positive that Mr. 
Stephens left the impression on my 
mind that Jefferson Davis, as president 
of the confederacy, and he, as vice pres- 
.dent, differed in toto on almost all ques- 
tions of state and government, and tnat 
they were far from being personal 
friends. Mr. Stephens alluded to the 
fact that he had been criticised and cen- 
Sured for at last leaving Richmond, the 


} capital, and going to his Georgia home. 


He said that Dr. Davis would never ac- 
cept any advice or suggestion of his, and 
that as the people had elected him his 
chief, who refused his oft-proffered aid, 
he simply decided to go away and let 
him run matters in his own way. Mr. 
Stephens said his self-respect demanded 
this. But, now to Hampton Roads! I 
have carefully read much that has been 
said on this noted meeting in the columns 
of The Constitution and elsewhere. 

I would not misrepresent my great and 
noble friend, Mr. Stephens, for, next to 
my own father and brothers, | loved him 
best of all morta] men, while living and 
other members. now all dead, were Wil- 
liam G. Stephens, nephew of our illus- 
trious preceptor. Jurtah HI. Casey, of 
Augusta; Paul C. Hudson, of Thomson, 
and Jol T. Oliver, of Oglethorpe county. 
This class in those long ago days did 
hard work. It was our daily custom to 
begin our law studies immediately after 
breakfast and read and study our as- 
signed lesson all day, stopping only for 
meals and a short afternoon walk for 
exercise. We rarely ever saw Mr, Ste- 
phens during the day except at meal 
times, as we were in our private room 
poring over Blackstone or some other 
text-book, and he in his room busily en- 
gaged in his own work. 

After supper we would go into his bed 
room to recite our lesson, We studied 
only one book at a time and @ontinued 
it unt:] it was finished. Each recitation 
used to Occupy about two hours. He 
would ask us questiong and explain diffi- 
cult points rapidly and lucidly. Then he 
would have us read some historical work 
or some book of poetry and lectfire there- 
on. However, instead of this kind of pro- 
ceeding, he often, at our request, lec- 
tured on various topics. I remember well 
that we once asked him to tell us about 
the now much-discussed and differently 
understood ‘‘Hampton Roads conference” 
between himself and other southern com- 
m‘ssioners on the one hand and Mr. 
Lincoln, Seward and others from the 
north on the other hand. : 

As I am now on debatable ground, I 
wish to be conservative and do no one 
injustice. But I readily recall this lec- 
ture, because ‘“‘we boys” afterwards dis- 
honor his memory while dead. I can 
state In a nutshell what Mr. Stephens 
told us, his law students, about this 
famous conference. He and Lincoln had 
been members of congress before the 
war and were quite good friends. Mf. 
Stephens told us that Lincoln, at the 
very outset, asked him what authority 
he and his comrades had to act from Jef- 
ferson Davis and the confederate states. 
Mr. Stephens informed him that they 
had no authority from his government 
to do any definite act, but had been sent 
simply to discuss the war and ascertain 
if peace could be brought about. Lincoln 
thought this amounted to nothing—tn 
fact, he seemed to think that the com- 
ing of Mr. Stephens with nothing definite 
and no authority to act for his govern- 
ment was rather child's play. . 

Tt has, for thirty odd years, heen my 
own belief that Mr. Stephens felt that 
President Davis was unwilling for Ste- 
phens to do anything, because he was 
unwilling for Stephens to achieve fame 
from acting. 

Stephens told us that TAncoln and he 
talked a great deal on divers topics, but 
Lincoln thought there was no business to 
be accomplished, because Stephens had 
‘no authority to act.” 

It ig my firm belief that Mr. Stephens 
thought that Lincoln and he could have 
settled all differences and brought about 
peace, honorable to both sides and far 
more advantageous to the south than 
what the south was, at last, forced to 
accept. Now, in conclusion, [ will add 
that it is my deliberate opinion (and I 
repeat, I.do not wish to do injustice to 
any one, living or dead,) that Hon. Alex- 
ander Hamilton Stephens, the south’s 
greatest son, never did say what many 
have claimed, viz: that Iincoln satd to 
him, ‘“‘Let me write at the top of the 
page the ‘south will return to the union,’ 
and you may write what you please af- 
terwards.”” Yours truly.

Cuba's Ingratitude.

Cuba has given “Uncle Sam” a diacb 
eye and the newspapers of this country, 
especially those most interested ii look- 
mg after the country’s financial interest 
are just now suying things about Cu- 
dba's ingratitude. 

By the terms of a proclamation issued 
by President Palma and authorized by 
the Cuscan congress, all of the duties 
in foree at the time the present treaty 
became operative have just been in- 
cresed 30 per cent. As that instrument 
provided for reductions in tariff rates 
on American preducts ranging from 20 
to 40 per cent this action amounts to 
a nullification of the terms of the treaty, 
Worse still, this 30 per cent Increase 
applies to all dutiable articles, so that 
the bars are raised just so much highe: 
not only against the articles specified 
in the treaty, but against all American 
exports to Cuba. 

This piece of petty trickery on thy 
part of Cuba is the more exasperating 
and unpardonable because our own gov 
ernment entered into the present treaty 
chiefly to aid that island to get once 
more On its feet industrially and finan 
clally, not because our own countr 
would profit thereby. We had rescued 
Cuba from centuries of Spanish mis 
rule. and, as further evidence of our 
good will and against the interests of 
‘mportant home industries, we opened 
Our markets to her products. AS a

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SITUATION IN FLAME-STRICKEN BALTIMORE 
CLEARS AFTER CONFERENCE OF THE CITIZENS 
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German and Liberty Street, Where the Fire Started, Baltimore, Md. 
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The Baitimore Postoffice Building, Which Was Wiped Out by the 
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the Fire. 
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ALTIMORHD, February 1!0.—The sit- 

uation in stricken Baltimore began 

to visibly clear today, after a con- 
ference at the Belvidere hotel between 
Mayor McLane, a special joint commit- 
tea of the legislature and a formidable 
delegation of business men. 

This conference was arranged with a 
view of meeting in a practical way the 
awful exigency which this community 
now faces. At this meeting, besides the 
mayor, there were present influential 
members of the state law-making body, 
the board of public works, a dozen bank 
presidents, former Governor Smith, Unit- 
ed States Senator-elect Rayner and sev- 
eral of the leading citizens. 

The supreme question to be decided was 
that of calling upon ‘the national govern- 
ment for soldiers to take the places of 
the two state militia regiments now do- 
ing police duty in the burned district. 
The constitution of Maryland requires 
that no such request can he made of the 
president except by authority of the state 
legislature. The legislative eommittee 
Was present to hear the views of the 
mayor and officers of the city on that 
point. 


Soldiers Are Needed. 

A brief discussion showed the hellef of 
those present that tr**“=qnot a time for 
sentiment as to the abiM of tne state 
to take care of itself and fFhat the United 
States soldiers were neers and needed 
at once. On this score it was shown that 
the militiamen were already much ex- 
hausted by their long continued sentry 
duty, that they should he relieved in 
order that they might return to their 
pevefal vocations and that the militia on 
active duty is costing the state $50,000 
a day. 

Mayor McLane was particularly insist- 
ent that to efficiently guard the hundreds 
of millions of treasure that lie buried be- 
neath the smouldering ruins called . for 
the strong arms of the federal soldiers 
The announcement of the legislative com- 
mittee that it would recommend at once 
the immediate passage of the necessary 
rsolution was received with pleasure by 
the officers and business men present, 
and now that the legislature has formally 
acted there is every assurance that a 
national cordon around the devastated 
region will inspire a feeling of hopeful 
confidence in the future. 

Mayor MclLéAne’s announcement that he 
will appoint an emergency committee of 
citizens to act as an advisory board of 
municipal offialais Is a great step forward 


In the way of putting the situation in 
a practical businesslike shape. 


To Hold “heir Trade. 
There is no doubt that within the past 
twenty-four hours the business men of 


‘Baltimore have been aroused in an ex- 
traordinary degree to the importance of 
foaing everything possible to keep their 
trade advantages from slipping away. 
Merchants and bankers have been ci 
ferring today on this subject and the 
prevailing conviction ig that it will re- 
quire the utmost vigilance to prevent the 
defiection of a considerable volume of 
commerce to Philadelphia and New York. 
It is believed here that the situation may 


be saved if the debris can be cleared 
away and temporary buildings erected 
within four months, That a large per- 
centage of the spring trade will be lost 
is inevitable, but there is a set resolution 
among wholesale merchants that the per- 
centage shall be as small as possible. 

The opening today of the board room by 
the chamber of commerce and the re- 
ceipt of quotations, the uninterrupted 
Shipments of grain cargoes, the certainty 
of the state ald and the notification by 
some of the large insurance companies 
of their readiness to pay 50 per cent on 
losses, and the action of the legisiature 
in asking for federal troops, constitute a 
chain of ineldents which have contributed 
materially to the restoration of public con- 
fidence and cheerfulness. 

Financial institutions are today busily 
engaged in carting their securities and 
funds to temporary offices outside the 
confines of the burned district. By 8 
o'clock express wagons and other avail- 
able conveyances were backed up to 
banks and trust company buildings pre- 
paratory to removing all books, papers, 
funds, etc. 

The vault of the First National bank 
was opened today and it was found that 
all of the securities and monies of the 
bank were as gife as on the day they 
were placed in the vault. They were re- 
moved to the American Nationel bank 
building on Gay street, where temporary 
offices will be opened. 


To Rebuild at Once. 


Building Inspector Preston was an ex- 
tremely busy man today, due to clamor 
for permits by large business and finan- 
Cial houses to rebuild. 

Mr. Preston sald: 

“The spirit shown by those who suf- 
fered by the fire is truly remarkable. 
Without waiting to have their insurance 
adjusted the business and financtal con- 
cerns are ready and anxious to go ahead. 
I am compelled. however, to withhold all 
permits for building purposes within the 
fire lines for several days. The hurned 
territory is too dangerous for any large 
force to work in just now.” : 

Mr. Preston is engaged in clearing all 
the streets that run through the fire dis- 
trict. All loose walls that can be safely 
razed with ropes are being taken down 
by the laborers, All other walls that are 
dangerous will be blown down with ex- 
plosives. 

Insurance men seen today as a rule 
Stick to the estimates made yesterday 
on insurance losses. There is still a 
wide difference of opinion mong them. 
A minority express the belli that when 
all the adjustments have ‘been made, 
the insurance companies will not have 
to pay more than $60,000,000, while 
others think that $1!00,000,000 wil] not 
more than cover the insurance. Between 
$80,000,000 and $90,600,000, however, is 
the prevailing estimate. 

Contents of Vaults Safe. 

A number of large vaults and safes 
were opened today and in each of them 
the contents were found to be in good 
condition. Four hundred thousand dol- 
lars in coin and legal tender notes was 
taken from the vaults of the Third na- 
tiona] bank and sent to the vaults of a 
bank ontside the fire district. A heavy 
guard of soldiers accompanied the money. 

The bankers of the city are doing thelr 
best to help the financia} situation, sogie 
of the burned out banking houses resum- 
ing business in a small way at their 
temporary quarters. Most of the’ checks 
for small amounts presented today were 
cashed, but those for large sums were 
not paid in full.

Treasurer Park Talks. 

The statement in The Constitution that 
Georgia bonds were listed on the stock 
exchange was in error, and it seems that 
Colonel N. J. Hammond's trip to New 
York fn this connection had more to do 
with the matter of making these bonds an 
investment security for administrators, 
guardians, etc., under the New York 


‘laws. 


“It makes no difference what Mr. Clews 
says in his book,”’ said State Treasurer 
R. E. Park to a representative of The 
Constitution. “As @e matter of fact, there 
is no better security to be found in New 
York today than Georgia's bonds. At 
least half a dozen of those whose names 
are signed to that petition published in 
Mr. Clews’ book have recently handled 
Georgia bonds either for themselves or 
for clients. Several of these parties rep- 
resent foreign insurance companies who 
have Georgia bonds on deposit with the 
-treasury here as their guarantee fund, 
and are as good friends as Georgia has 
anywhere In the financial] world. There is 
a demand for them all the time, and I 
know of no security that is more highly 
thought of today. All the business world 
understands why Georgia refused to pay 
these bonds, fraudulently issued in the 
early seventies, whose terms were never 


complied with, 


and no one who is un- |

prejudiced in any wise holds this against 
the state. 

“Georgia could issue a 3 per cent bond 
today at a premium. I have heard the 
business people talk and I know this to 
be a fact. Whenever it becomes neces 
Sary to issue any redemption bonds this 
will readily become apparent.’’ 

In speaking of bonds that are deposited 
by insurance companies as their guaran- 
tee fund under the law, Captain Park 
Said he expected to recommend to the 
next legislature an amendment to the law 
permitting the deposit of good city bonds 
by such companies. Under the law as it 
stands at present, only Georgia bonds and 
United Mates bonds are accepted. This 
is frequently a herdship on these com- 
panies, hecause they often heave to pay 
exorbitant premiums for the necessary 
securities.

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SPORTING GOSSIP. 


There has existed for some time a de- 
sire to criticise the sports of the south on 
the part of the sporting writers of the 
north, which has been recently manifested 
{n articles written by Caspar Whitney 
and others, bitterly attacking southern 
sports and stating that athletics in this 
part of the country might be purer than 
Ahey are. 

Still, these self-constituted critics seems 
to overlook the fact that the instances in 
which the south deserves censure are 
few and far between, and the actions of 
those colleges guilty of maintaining im- 
pure athletics are as much regretted here 

@s criticised in the north. 
- In the last year two such Instances 
have. occurred. Neither college impli- 
‘eated belonged to the Southern Inter- 
collegiate Athletic Association, and 
neither would be allowed to enter under 
present conditions. One was Central col- 
jege and the other two Kentucky col- 
leges. 

At the beginning of the football season 
it waS announced that Central dis- 
banded her team and was not represent- 
ed on the gridiron during the fall on ac- 
count of the fact that the faculty re- 
fused to certify that certain players on 
the team were eligible, when as a matter 
of course, they were professionals. On 
-Tnanksgiving day Kentucky univérsity 
and Kentucky state college met in the 
deciding game of the year, and a game 
mas played which stained the records of 
hoth colleges. A tacit agreement was 
made before the game began that neither 
eide would ask questions about the eligi- 
bility of players on the opposing team. 
As a result nine professionals were tried 
“fn the game by one college, while cme 


aaenaneneneiiaaledieae 


Other side admitted that they had men 
ready to put in if needed. 

With these facts as a basis, a number of 
articles were written roasting southern 
athletics and declaring them all impure 
on account of the faults of three re- 
mote and unconsidered colleges. 

In the last vear or so, however, a num- 
ber of similar instances have ®%een noted 
in the north. It was but a few days ago 
that the matter was brought to the at- 
tention of the sporting world more forci- 
bly than ever by the. resignation of two 
professors of Brown university from the 
athletic board on account of an infrac- 
tion of the eligibility rules. This uni- 
versity fias decided that hereafter the 
eligibility of its men will nof be brought 
into question and consequently the men 
will be allowed to participate In summer 
sports, receiving money for their work, 
and still be allowed to play on college 


teams. , 
Still this plan has received the appro- 


bation of the University of Pennsylvania, ° 


ag the chairman of her faculty commit- 
tee advises their adoption in other Ccol- 
leges if a few amendments are made. His 
views on the subject, taken from The 
North American, are as follows: 

“The Pennsylvania faculty committee 
does not indorse such a frule., How 
Brown's stand in regard to it Will affect 
vur relations with them I] cannot say. 
Personally, I think ‘it is a step towards a 
policy which will ultimately be adopted 
by all the larger institutions. 

“Tl would make one important change to 
the Brown rule and then I could give it 
my hearty approval. I would favor an 
additional provision requiring a student 
tu satisfactorily pass all entrance exam- 
inations and complete a full year’s work 
before being allowed to represent the in- 
atitution in any branch of athletics. 

“Such a requirement I feel sure would 
bar all objectionable men from being aible 
to remain in the university. I entertain 
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no fear of such'a rule opening the gates 
for rank professionals, as I consider that 
such men would not consent to spending 
a year at an institution in which they 
were not allowed to compete and doubt- 
less could not satisfactorily complete a 
veal’s work, anyway. . 

“IT should still favor the present four- 
year limit rule. The adoption of such a 
set of rules would do away with the hy- 
pocrisy and lying which now characterize 
the interpretation of eligibility codes. 
The unSatisfactory rules sometimes makes 
me favor the complete shelving of the 
code to the archives of the various mu- 
seums.”’ 

Still, Pennsylvania was an Offender her- 
self last year in the case of Smith, a 
membér of the football team. Smith was 
played in several games despite the fact 
that he was ineligible.

NO CRISIS COMES 


TOSENATOR WANNA 


His Condition, Doctors Say, 
Remains Practically Unchanged 


So Far No Complicatiors Have Ap<- 
peared, and This Encourages 
the Physicians — Doctors 
Admit That Case Is 
Very Serious. 


Washington, February 10.—Senator 
Hanna’s condition remains practically 
unchanged. The restlessness which fa- 
tigued him last night has been followed 
by periods of comparative quiet and sleep 
during the day and the irritability of the 
Stomach has again partially yielded to 
treatment. The physicians say that no 
complications have developed. It is this 
feature of the case that the nhysictans 
are guarding against as they realize that 
if any complications develop in the sen- 
ator’s distressingly weak condition, the 
result may quickly be fatal. 

The doctors are not yet able to predict 
with any certainty when the crisis in 
the case will occur. All taey know for 
certain is that the senator now has had 
the fever continuously for eleven days 
and the disease, they say, generally runs 
its course in three or four weeks. The 
doctors say they are satisfied with the 
progress of the case, although they do 
not conceal their apprehension that un- 
forseen complications may occur at uny 
time. 

Dr. Osler, the Baltimore dilagnustician, 
made a very thorough examination of the 
senator during the afternoon and at its 
conclusion remarked to one of those at 
his bedside that his heart’s action was 
splendid. The senafor’s other vital or- 
gans also are working well with the ex- 
ception of the stomach. A new kind of 
nourishment was given to the senator 
during the day in addition to the milk 
diet, and it is said that he retained most 
of it. 

During the afternoon he slept about 
three hours. He is always rational and 
seems anxious to converse, although 
every effort is made to keep him as quiet 
as possible. The senator’s brother, H 
M. Hanna, who spent a good part of the 
day in the sick room, said tonight it was 
the best day the senator had since Sun- 
day. The following is the doctors’ eve 
ning bulletin, given out at 7 o'clock: 

“Mr. Hanna’s temperature at 6 p. m. 
was 100 2-10; pulse 92; respiration 24. 
There has been some irritability of the 
stomach, otherwise the symptoms are fav- 
orable and there are no complications.

Washington, February 10.<Ag it seems 
certain that the Panama treaty will be 
ratified soon by the senate, President 
Roosevelt has taken up with Secretary 
Shaw the arrangements necessary to de 
made by this government for the pay- 
ment of $40,000,000 for the canal property 
and the $10,000,000 to the republic of 
Panama. Attorney General Knox has 
under consideration the Spooner act of 
the last congresg with a view of de- 
termining whether it affords the presi- 
dent ample authority to provide for the 
issuance of bonds to raise the money im- 
mediately needed and to appoint the com- 
mission. If it should be decided that the 
Spooner act does not confer that author- 
ity, no doubt is expressed that congress 
will enact promptly the necessary legis- 
lation. 

The president is considering very care- 
fully the composition of the canal com- 
mission. No official announcement of 
his intention regarding any of the many 
Candidates has been made, but it ‘s 
thought certain that Rear Admiral Walk- 
er, president of the present commission, 
will be a member of the new commissioa 
and probably will head it. Isham Ran- 
dolph, the chief engineer of the Chicago 
drainage canal, @nd Gentral George 
Davis, U. S. A., retired, also, it is be- 
leved, have been decided upon as mem- 
bers of the commission. 

In the executive session of the senate 
today Senator Daniel spoke in opposition 
to the ratification of the Panama canal 
treaty. He was answered briefiy by Sen- 
ators Fairbanks and Spooner. Senator 
Daniel's remarks were on the highest 
plane. He did not criticise the adm’nis- 
tration for anything which had trans- 
pired on the isthmus, but did advise that 
the government accept the Nicaraguan 
route as the only one for which title can 
be secured without national dishonor. He 
was congratulated warmly by senators 
On both sides of the chamber for the 
character of his speech. The question of 
having printed for the benefit of the 
senate the speeches which are made on 
the canal question in executive session 
was decided in the negative. 


Shaw Raising Canal Money. 

New York, February 10.—Secretary of 
the Treasury Sbaw was in conference 
with a number of bankers at the sub- 
treasury today regarding the govern- 
ment’s payment of the Panama canal 
money. Definite arrangements have been 
completed, the secretary sajd, to the end 
that there may be no disturbances of 
local financial conditions. After the con- 
ference the banks sent $15,000,000 in 
bonds to the subtreasury which will be 
pledged temporarily to secure deposits 
made of government funds by vut of 
town banks. These funds will be held 
only a few days, but the additional de- 
posits of collateral have to be made in 
accordance with the law. The secretary 
made clear today the point that the 
banks would not be compelled to losa 
the money through the transfer of the 
subtreasury. He said that the warrants 
for the payments would be drawn on the 
subtreasury here, and that the demand 
for the withdrawals from the banks 
would be made simultaneous with the 
presentations of the wurrants for pay- 
ment,

WACHEN BLAMES 
HIS SUPERIORS 


Alleged Postal Grafer Is Stil 
on the Stand, 


Machen States That All Acts Com- 
plained of Were Authorized by 
Hie Chief — Why Machen 
and Wynne Were Not 

Friends. 


Washington, February !0.—August W. 
Machen continued his testimony in the 
postal trial today. Mr. Machen seid he 
told the inventor of the Miller fastener 
that his device seemed to be an infringe- 
ment of the Groff fastener; that he did 
not care to buy a lawsuit and besides it 
did not have the merits of the latter. 

Referring to the question of initialing 
letters, Machen said Mr. Wynne, the first 
assistant postmaster general, knew that 


Miss Liebhardt was doing it, so did First 
Assistant Postmaster Johnson and Mr. 
Masten, chief clerk, also Mr. Howley, Mr. 
Wynne’'s chief clerk. Mr. Machen further 
said Mr. Wynne knew of it before enter- 
ing the office. 

After Mr. Heath retired from office in 
1900, Mr. Machen gaid, Postmaster Gen- 
eral Smith took direct supervision over 
the rural free delivery division and made 
it a practice to send members of con- 
gress and senators to confer with him 
(Machen). Out of this Machen said grew 
the practice of writing letters to con- 
gressmen signéd in his name, Mr. Wynne, 
he said, upon taking charge had directed 
that this should stop. Answering ques- 
tions by Mr. Douglass, Mr. Machen said 
his relations with Mr. Wynne became 
very strained in February, 1903. 

“At that time,’’ he said, ‘“‘Mr. Wynne 
was making an effort to increase his own 
salary to $6,000, Mr. Wynne requesting 
me to use my influence with certain mem- 
bers of congress to that end, which l re- 
fused to do.” 

After that time, he said, he and Wynne 
were not on speaking terms. He dented 
receiving any money from Lorenz for the 
purpose of influencing his action. 

Upon resuming his cross-examination 
Mr. Machen said a great many inventions 
were thrust at him every year. Counsel 
for the defense strongly objected to a 
question put to Mr. Machen as to whether 
he had any other income besides his sal- 
ary which went to the payment of his 
debt of $30,000. The court decided that 
the question might be asked as affecting 
the credibility of the witness, Mr. Machen 
answered that his outside income was the 
gradual collection of the Lorenz debt; 
that money he had borrowed, revenues 
derived from chances he and his brothers 
took on horse racing and money received 
from other sources. 

Witness then was asked if it was not 
a fact that he had deposited in a bank 
at Westminster, Md., between November 
i, 1899, and May 7, 1903, the sum of 
$77,678. Counsel for the defense object- 
ed. The court took the matter under 
advisement. Although he had made but 
One examination of the Groff fastener, 
Mr. Machen said his recommendation 
that kt be accepted was based on his 
experience in the postal service, Answer- 
ing an inquiry why he did not stimulate 
the inventive genius from the country by 
advertising for devices better than that 
of the Groffs, Machen gaid: 

“The theory that might is right—and, 
of course, thig great government is 
mighty—I suppose we could probably 
have taken the device away from the 
Groffs by getting somebody else to im- 
prove it or make something just like 
it for the sake of denying to them fie 
benefits of their genius and rights un- 
der the patent. Machen said it wag 
neither his right nor inclination to notify 
inventors to come in and improve on 
this fastener, because it would have been 
an injustice to the owners. As to this 
point court adjourned unti] tomorrow. 

Mr, Machen explained that when he 
acquired his uncle’s oil stock his uncle 
was fearful of losing his personal prop- 
erty under the double liability act. Ask- 
ed why, in the face of this, he took over 
the interest, Machen said he would take 
chances his uncle would not. Replying 
to a question, Machen said he had not 
at that time any substantia] property 
which could have been reached by ex- 
ecution, 

When he left Toledo, Machen said, he 
owed $30,000, but had since paid all but 
$2,000. It was pald from assets that 
were unavailable at that time, he said, 
which consisted of property that he had 
in his mother’s name and from the Lo- 
renzes. 

Machen admitted that when he came to 
Washington he borrowed money from 
friends to get his family here.

REPORT READY TO CONSOLIDATE 


ON ORDINANCES 


Council’s Committee Killed 
Several Measures Yester- 
day Afternoon. 


Four measures were acted upon ad- 
versely and one met with a favorable re- 
port during the session of the ordinance 
committee, of which Councilman Hynds 
is chairman. The meeting was held yes- 
terday afternoon at 3 o’clock in the of- 
fice of Mayor Howell, at the city hall. 

The ordinance committee will not make 
a report during the session of council 
next Monday afternoon upon the ordi- 
nance which creates the probation court 
for juvenile offenders -in Atlanta. 

The members of the committee are en- 
tirely favorable to the system and in 
the end will report favorably upon it, 
but the work of writing the ordinance 
has been much more laborious than it 
was at first supposed to be. It will prob- 
ably be in shape for the first meeting of 
March. 

The ordinance creating the office of 
city chaplain with a salary of $120 
per annum, introduced by Alderman In- 
man, was acted upon adversely for the 
reason that the city already has an ar- 
rangement with the ministers by which a 
different minister opens each meeting of 
council with prayer without cost, 

The ordinance extending to the J0th of 
the month the regular time for secur- 
ing business licenses was acted upon 
adversely. 

The resolution seeking to have the 
state law so changed as to permit saloons 
to remain open on certain election days, 
introduced by Councilman Terrell, was 
acted upon adversely. 

The ordinance of Councilman Terrell, 
which sought to repeal an ordinance pre- 
venting livery stables from being estab- 
lished in the residence sections of the 
city, was acted upon adversely. 

The ordinance of Councilman Gooc§vin, 
providing that the names of firemen kill- 
ea while in the discharge,;of their duty, 
be continued upon the fire department 
payroll at full pay for a period of twelve 
months after death, was acted wpon fa- 
vorably.

ALL CITY SHOPS 


Mayor Howell Has New Idea 
fer the Depart- 
ments, 


a 


All the work shops and blacksmith 


shops of the various municipal depart- 
ments will be consolidated into two large 
shops and possibly all the department 
stables will be consolidated into one large 
stable, if the ideas of Mayor Howell are 
carried out. He mentioned the matter 
to the members of council's finance com- 
mittee yesterday morning during the 
session that was held at the city hall, 
and while no action was taken. the mem- 
bers of the committee were plainly im- 
pressed and appeared to be inclined To 
favor the plan. 

“It seems to me that we are losing 
money by maintaining so many different 
kinds of shops,” said Mayor Howell. 
“Consolidatidn is the cry of «the hour 
everywhere and it appears to me that 
we might take advantage of it. If We 
had one central stable where we could 
quarter and feed all our stock I am con- 
fident we could save money by the ar- 
rangement. If we consolidated the vari- 
ous work shops of the departments sto 
one large work shop and if we consoll- 
dated all the blacksmith shops ang horse- 
shoeing shops into one large blacksmith 
shop we would save considerable‘in the 
long run.” « 

Various members of the finance commit- 
tee commented upon the project of Mayor 
Howell, but did not take action. 

The water works department, sanitary 
department, fire department, police de- 
partment and the department of public 
works at present maintain separate work 
shoas and separate blacksmith shops 
All of them, with the exception of the fire 
department, alsg maintain stables. 

It is the idea of Mayor Howell to con- 
solidate four of these stables ang quarter 
and feed the stock in it. It would be 
impossible to include in this the fire de- 
partment, as the stock of that depari- 
ment is kept in the fire engine houses, 
the horses being always ready ‘or an 
alarm of fire. 

All of the departments, however, could 
send their stock to the city blacksmith 
shop to have them shod and all could 
have their repair work and building done 
at the municipal work shop. 

It is probable that the idea of Mayor 
Howell will be developed and that same- 
thing will be done towards carrying out 
his suggestion for the consolidation of 
the various shops, thus keeping all the 
men busy and having the work done at 
less cost than the same work is now 
costing the city. 


Fi. FA. AGAINST GAS COMPANY.

au new First Baptist church at the corner 


of Cain and Peachtree streets by the 
members of the building committee. Ac- 
cording to the story told by one of the 
members of the committee it had only 
been necessary to tell members of the 


church what they proposed to do and that 
they Were ready, to receive subscriptions 
and the money ‘had been 


immediately 
torthcoming. 

Among the donors and the amount 4 
subscribed are: J. J. Maddox, $3,000; D. 
O. Dougherty, $3,000; Dr. J. R. Hopkins, 
$3,000; H. C. Bagley, $2,500; D. L. Wil- 
lingham, $2,000; C. A. Davis, $1,500, and 
W. H. Kiser, $1.500. There were a num- 
ber who subscribed amounts of $1,000 and 
$500. 

One of the features of the new edifice 
will be the set of chimes which will be 
purchased at a cost of $10,000. Another 
feature will be the installation of an or- 
gan costing from $10,000 to $+6,000, 
which will be purchaseq by the Sorosis 
Society, composed of the women of the 
congregation. The baptistry will be in

Decatur Physician Cuts His Throat 
with Pocket Knife—In Seri- 
ous Condition.

A subcommittee from the 
Macon Fair Association's special com- 
mittee was admitted to the parlors to 
announce that a conference with the 
Agricultural society was desired. An 
engagement for a conference was agreed 
for during the afternoon. 

Having disposed of al! matters in 
hand, President Hughes advised Hon.

FONTAINE Tht 
TU MAKE PEACE 


Prominent Man of Columbus 
Accidentally Killed, 


Williams and Hunt Were Engaged 
in a Fight in a Club House. 
Fontaine Was Trying To 
Separate Them and Re- 
ceived Fatal Wound. 


Columbus, Ga., Februarv !0.—(Special.) 
Lying dead in the hallway of the Musco- 
gee Club, the most fashionable club ip 
the city, the body of George H. Fontaine, 
aged 54 years, a member of one Of the 
most prominent families"in the city, was 


|found between 3 and 4 o'clock this morn- 


ing by a physician who had been sum- 
moned to the club. There was blood on 
the floor of the card room, where the 
killing Occurred, ané Mr. Fontaine was 
lying in the hall, where he had walked 
after having been shot through the heart. 
Mr. Fontaine was accidentally killed, the 
result of a difficulty between Charles D. 
Hunt and Thomas A. Williams, both 
well known men of the city and members 
of prominent families in this section. 

It appears that at 3 o'clock this morn- 
ing the only persons at the club house 
were Messrs. Fontaine, Williams and 
Hunt. Mr. Williams and Mr. Hunt en- 
gaged in a difficulty, during which Mr. 
Williams was shot in the side and pain- 
fully but not seriously wounded: was 
either cut or shot in the chin and re- 
ceived other injuries about the face that 
seemed to have been inflicted with some 
sharp instrument. Mr. Hunt was either 
cut or struck in the forehead, his wound 
being not of a ferious nature, however. 

Mr. Fontaine acted solely as a peace- 
maker in the unfortunate affair, from 
the best information obtainable. He rusrh- 
ed in between to separate his two friends. 
A scuffle ensued, and in the scuffle the 
pistol accidentally discharging, the ball 
struck Mr. Fontaine in the breast. 

The bullet entered the breast and rang- 
ed downward, touching the heart. it 1s 
understood. He was dead when the phy- 
sician arrived, as above stated. 

Hunt and Williams Under Arrest. 

Both Mr. Hunt and Mr. Williams were 
placed under arrest this morning. On ac- 
eount of their physical condition they 
were permitted to remain in their rooms, 
however. 

The coroner decided today to hold an 
inquest, but on account of the physical 
condition of Messrs. Hunt and Williams 
it was deferred. Lateg he decided not 
to hold the inquest as the family of 
Mr. Fontaine asked him not to do go, 
they being satisfied that his death was 
purely accidental. 

There was a bullet hole in the wall 
of the card room, and three bullet holes 
in the side of the hall, showing that in 
all five bullets were fired. 

It is stated tonight that Mr. Williams 
did not have a knife. It is said he had 
no pistol, Mr. Fontaine was the oldest 
surviving member of his family in di- 
rect line. Mrs, Bettie Fontaine is his sis- 
ter in law, and he left three nieces, Mrs. 
John Dozier Pou, of this city; Mrs. 8. T. 
Weyman and Mrs. Minnie Stokes, of 
Atlanta. The funeral of Mr, Fontaine 
occurs tomorrow afternoon at 3 o'clock 
from Trinity Episcopal church. 

Mr. Hunt is in the cotton business at 
Troy, Ala. He came to the city to can- 
sult Dr. Grimes. Mr. Hunt has been 
sick for several weeks with malaria and 
is in a very low state of health, His 
brother, Captain T. J. Hunt, says he 
has been quite uneasy about his health 
for some time. Mr. Hunt expected to ie- 
turn to Troy yesterday afternoon, but 
the rain caused him to decide to remain 
in the city during the night. His regard 
for Mt. Fontaine, coupled with his weak 
state, caused a practically complete col- 
lapse of his nervous system. He is be- 
ing attended by his physician. He and 
Mr. Fontaine have been very warm and 
intimate friénds. 

George H. Fontaine was a son of the 
late John Fontaine, a prominent mer- 
chant and planter, and a brother of the 
late Theodore Fontaine. He was 54.@ears 
of age, and had been a résident of Co- 
lumbus all of his life. He had been bap- 


tized into the Episcopal church and at- , 


tended that church regularly. He was 


a great-hearted, genial 
with al] who knew him. 
Mr. Fontaine was a planter, and spent 
much of his time on the farm. 
Mr. Williams is the head clerk at the 
dry goods store of the J. A. Kirven 
company.

ON HER KNEES 
BEFORE JUDGE 


Remarkable Scene Enacted 
Yesterday in Police 
Court. 


A dramatic and pathetic scene was en- 
acted in police court yesterday when a 
woman, weeping and sobbing piteously, 
knelt on the floor in front of the judge's 
stand and begged Recorder Nash Broyles 
to have mercy on her husband and not 
send him to prison. The scene was one of 
the most impressive ever witnesseé@ in the 
court room and a hush fell over both offi- 
cers and spectators during the weeping 
appeal of the woman.

Re- 
ccipts continue on a decreasing scale, 
spinners are anxious to secure their re- 
quirements, and when everything becomes 
normal the chances are a good export 
demand will be in order. On the whole, 
confidence is being restored, and any en- 
couraging feuture is apt to enhance 
prices quickly, barrifg, of course, any in- 
ternational complications in the east. 


The Howell Jones Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, February 1!0.—The cotton 
market was nervous and feverish today 
on rumors of failures in Berlin and Bre- 
men.

COTTON PRICES 
ARE STEADYNG 


Much Healthier Tone lo New 
Orleans Market 


There Were Severa] Flurries, but 
Prices Quickly Recovered—Be- 
lieved at New Orleans That 
Prices Will Ascend to 
High Level. 


New Orleans, February 10.—While there 
Was enough of excitement about the 
cotton exchange today to keep the veter- 
an trader from yawning, the market was 
steady with nervousness apparent only 
at times. Fluctuations were wide enough 
to furnish scalpers with many chances 
for operation, which they took readily, 
indicating that the danger of any further 
wide break was over, at least in the mind 
of this class of traders. At the opening 
the market declined from 30 to 45 points 
under*the close of yesterday, but from 
these levels prices rose until they were 
at the close from 34 to 49 points higher 
than the close of yesterday and from 74 
to 84 points higher than the lowest lev- 
els of the day. 

Liverpool cables were rather discourag- 
ing and this caused the lower opening. 
Offerings, however, were soon absorbed 
and within a few minutes’after the open 
it was evident that the market had been 
completely sold out in the enormous liqui- 
dation of the Jast four days. The leading 
bulls make little attempt to sustain 
prices, evidently preferring to allow the 
underlying strength of the market to 
show itself. That the strength was there 
was shown by the rapidity with which 
prices climbed until they were well above 
the close of yesterday. 

The excitement of the day was furnish- 
ed by several] flurries of selling. The or- 
ders evidently came from New York, 
bears there plainly being of the opinion 
that New Orleans had stil a stony road 
to travel and that further breaks might 
be induced by heavy short selling. The 
market showed surprising powers of ab- 
sorption and all selling orders were quick- 
ly placed at momentary declines. Twice 
prices were sent down twenty points. 
but quick rallies followed each break and 
sent prices higher than ever. At the close 
the tone was steady and tthe bull leader 
said that jt was the healthiest market he 
had seen for months. 

The spot situation is still unchanged. 
Factors are refusing to sell cotton until 
prices suit them. Several factors stated 
tonight after the close of the future mar- 
ket that they would not be ready to trade 
until the 15-cent mark was reached and 
that at that price they only had a lNmited 
amount of cotton to let go. 

Perhaps the most significant feature of 
the day was the heavy buying in the con- 
tract market in the first half of ithe ses- 
sion by spinners. Leading bulls pointed 
out that when even spinners thought the 
bottom of prices had been reported, it 
was time for the general trade to look for 
a reaction. :

IN STOCKS LOST 


There Were No New Developments To 
Account for Reaction. 


‘TRADERS WERE SUSPICIOUS 


Feeling That Tuesday’s " Advance 
Was More or Less Artificial. 
At the Close Prices Were 
Near the Lowest of 
the Day. 


New York, February !0.—The average 
level of prices in the stock market got 
back to about where it was Monday 
eveni That is to say, the recovery 
of yesterday was lost. There were no 
new developments to account for the re- 
action, but there was some recurrent 
force to the considerations which weak- 
ened. the market on Monday. The princi- 
pal factor in checking the advance was 
the distrust felt as to the character of 
the operations which carried prices up- 
ward yesterday. This was emphasized 
patent profit taking in 
United States Steel preferred on the part 
of a prominent trader, and. the very 
obvious manipulative tactics by which it 
Was sought to offset this by bidding+.up 
a few specialties here and there. ‘ihere 
was a suspicious feeling also that the 
marking up of prices yesterday hae 
been more or less artificial and design- 
ed to afford a basis ,for some of the 
selling, which it is believed will be 
necessary to cover losses in Baltimore, 
although it is possible that it may be 
deferred. The action of yesterday’s mar- 
ket gave rise to surprise among the 
speculative element that the markets 
might be expected to sympath-ze with 
Japanese successes in the céurse of the 
war, but the day’s developments failed 
to carry out this surmise, éven on ad- 
ditional news of Russian losses. The 
presence in the city of the secretary of 
the treasury to discuss the method of ef- 
fecting the Panama canal payment di- 
rected attention anew to that subject, 
although the secretary’s opinion was 
quoted that the operation could be con- 
cluded wihout disturbance to the money 
market, and even with the actual addi- 
tion to resources of such portion of the 
canal payment as is withdrawn directly 
from the. subtreasury. It is expected 
also that the obligations of foreign in- 
surance companies on account of the 
Baltimore fire losses may facilitate the 
completion of the Panama payments 
without disturbing the exchange market. 
The real repressive influence seems to 
be the fear of excessive corporation bor- 
rowings and the extra requirements iIn- 
volved in the Baltimore fire losses, the 
conseauent necessary extension of cred- 
its and the Panama canal payment. 

‘Rumors of a sale of New York Cen- 
tra] notes to meet improvement’ ex- 
penses illustrated in that stock the sen- 
sitiveness of the market to the effect 
of borrowings. A rumor of a coming 
issue of St. Paul stock, which was of- 
ficialy disclaimed, was a factor in the 
weakness of. that stock. The heavy of- 
ferings of Pennsylvania on the slight 
early advances created a bad impres- 
sion. The sharp rise in Brooklyn Tran- 
sit and in Amalgamated Copper divided 
influence with the weakness of United 
States Steel preferred for a time, but 
weakness gained on the whole market 
and the closing was at nearly the lowest. 
An important banking failure in Bremen 
was a contributing factor to the weak- 
ness and rumors were circulated s¢ev- 
eral times during the day of the death 
of Senator Hanna. The statement of 
exports of domestic products for Jan- 
uary fell so far short of the recent level 
of increase of previous years as to 
cause some disappointment.
